S.  Grant,  be  re- 
ceived the  appointment  of  Assistant  Adjutant 
(Ieneral,  with  the  rank  of  Captain,  and  was 
assigned  to  that  oflicer.  At  this  time  Mr. 
Kawlins  was  spoken  of  as  the  Major  of  the 
famous  forty-fifth  Illinois  volunteers,  other-

As  the 
road  is  now  free  from  the  snow  blockade  the 
cause  of  complaint  made  by  these  passengers 
may  be  considered  removed,  ami  passengers 
can  now  g)  through  without  detention.

A  sick  nohlier.  who  wan  confined  to  bifl  bed 
at  Ihe  time,  BM  the  only  one  in  the  room 
when  the  affair  tool;  place.  He  says  that 
Harrison  came  into  the  room  at  about  the 
time  above  named,  and  remained  but  a  few 
minute?,  when,  surprised  and  astonished  by 
the  report  of  a  gun,  he  looked  up  and  saw 
HarriaM  falling  to  the  floor  The  unfortun- 
ate man  had  committed  suicide  by  shooting 
himself  through  the  head  with  a  musket,  ilis 
charged  by  mean  >  of  a  -  trap  fastened  to  the 
trigger  and  pulled  by  bit  loot  The  ball  en 
lered  the  forehead,  tearing  off  the  whole

At  any 
rate  they  proceeded  to  hi  mother'-!  house, 
and  a  struggle  for  life  on  the  part  of  MMM, 
ended  in  the  death  ol  one  ..f  the  party  and 
the  withdrawal  of  the  re  t.  Bowen's  story, 
which  is  corroborated  by  ol  Iters  of  the  family, 
bj  brief,  ami  throw  :  little  light  on  the  subject.

The  nffair  was  unfortunate,  and  created  a 
profound  MMMM  M  the  community  where 
it  occurred  although  thn  mystery  tlint  et> 
yeloped  it,  and  tic  MfMMMl  conned  ion  of 
Roberts  with  the  Ku  Kliix  organization,  made 
men  a  little  eaattoM  as  to  the  manner  iu 
which  fhey  discovered  it   -I hid.

Cooper's  adminstrator  sued  Green  for 
$2,200.  and  for  its  payment  to  enforce  the 
vendor's  lien  on  two  tracts  of  land  which 
Cooper  had  sold,  and  by  one  deed  conveyed 
to  Green,  one  tract  containing  lot)  acres,  and 
the  other  10  acres.  T'nder  a  judgement  in 
that  suit  the  land  was  sold,  and  purchased  by 
Mitchell,  to  whom  it  was  conveyed.  Mitchell 
sold,  and  conveyer!  the  land  to  Ball,  who 
brought  this  suit  to  eject  Green,  who  bad  re- 
mained in  possession. 

Green  answered  that  the  sale  aud  conyay- 
ance  of  the  10  acre  tract  was  irregular,  and 
also  the  judgement,  because  there  was  no 
lien  reserved  on  the  10  acre  tract,  and  that 
the  judgement  did  not  direct  a  sale  of  said 
tract;  that  Mitchell  purchased  the  laud  at  the 
execution  sale  under  a  special  agreement 
with  Green  that  Mitchell  should  purchase  the 
land  for  the  debt, but  for  the  benefit  of  Green, 
and  Green  should  have  the  land  by  paying 
the  debt  with  interest.  Mitchell's  rights  to 
operate  as  a  mortgage  iu  his  favor,  that  in 
accordance  with  that  agreement  Green  had 
paid  Mitchell  $400,  and  desired  to  pay  the 
balance,  the  land  being  worth  twice  the  price 
paid  by  Mitchell,  alleging  fraud  on  the  part 
of  Mitt  hell  and  Ball, making  Mitchell  a  party, 
and  seeking  a  transfer  to  the  equity  docket. 
The  court  below  refused  to  transfer  the  case 
to  the  equity  docket  and  sustained  a  demur- 
rer to  the  answer. 

AM— That  the  judgement  was  erroneous. 

If  the  judgments  or  final  orders  in  the  suit 
of  Cooper's  administrator  against  Green  were 
erroneous  they  could  not  be  assailed  collater 
ally  in  this  action. 

As  the  parol  agreement  does  not  reasonably 
i  mport  a  sale  of  the  land  by  Mitchell  to  Green, 
but  simply  a  contract  devolving  a  trust  on 
Mitchell  which  Green  might  enforce  in  equity 
if  not  fraudulent,  the  action  is  not  barred  by 
the  statute  of  frauds  1 14  B.  Monroe,  024  ,  lfi  B 
Mon.,  | ;  |  Bush  407  ).  The  agreement,  view- 
ed iu  its  aspect  most  favorable  to  Mitchell,  was 
an  arrangement  to  vest  the  title  in  him  osten- 
sibly as  an  absolute  purchaser,  but  upon  an 
express  contract  that  it  should  only  operate 
as  a  mortgage  to  secure  the  repayment  of  so 
much  of  the  purchase  money  as  Mitchell 
might  have  to  pay. 

Though,  in  general,  in  the  absence  of  fraud 
and  mistake,  a  deed  which  is,  in  its  terms,  an 
absolute  conveyance,  cannot  be  shown  by 
parol  evidence  to  have  been  intended  as  a 
mortgage,  yet,  where  an  express  contract  is 
set  up  that  the  purchaser's  rights  should  be 
only  those  of  a  mortgage,  and  that  he  fraud 
ulently  violated  that  contract,  and  the  trust 
it  imposed  upon  him  by  obtaining  an  absolute 
deed  to  himself  and  selling  the  land  to  a 
third  person  for  his  own  benefit,  the  third 
person  being  cogn'uant  of  these  facts,  it  is 
sufficient  to  fake  the  case  out  of  the  general 
rule  adverted  to,  and  to  authorize  a  court  of 
equity  to  enforce  the  contract  as  originally 
understood  and  intemhd  by  the  parties- 
^Dana,  108.)

The  fact  that  an  advertise- 
ment in  a  paper  that  charged  twelve  and  one- 
half  cents  per  line  might  be  worth  ten  times 
as  much  to  the  advertiser  as  if  it  were  in  a 
paper  charging  four  cents  a  ljnp,  did  not 
seem  to  occur  to  the  dealers.  An  I  several 
i-  fihem,  tveie  so  idiotic  as  to  talk  of  running 
up  the  circulation  of  a  newspaper  icith  cheap 
advertising  There  is  nothing  that  kills  o 
netcspajier  as  fast  as  ch^ap  adperfisemenis. 
They  fill  up  the  space  in  which  the  paper 
could  be  made  interesting,  and,  being  un 
profitable,  the  whole  concern  sinks.    The  on 

advertistmenia  in  proportion  lo  nrcu/ation— 
that  is,  the  number  of  paper.;  circulated,  aud 
the  classes  of  persons  among  vhom  they  are 
circulaUd — aud  thus  obtain  a  large  revenue 
cut  of  a  .'Mall  space,  and  use  the  larger  por- 
tion of  Ihe  paper  for  reading  matter  of  gener- 
al interest,  ket  ping  up  the  circulation  and  in- 
creasing it,  and  with  it  maintaining  and  ad- 
cancing  the  value  of  space.  The  sickliest  and 
most  hopeless  printed  sheets,  by  mistake 
called  newspapers,  are  thftsw  iu  which  there 
are  great  masse*  of  advertising,  cheap  and 
nasty,  tflmhled  in  without  order,  cared  for  hj 
no  one,  and  therefore  worthless.
